New Three Year Plan 


Each year, thousands of young men and women graduate from our 
Nation’s high schools. Now they are ready to do one of two things. Many 
have made up their minds before their departure from high school and 
are now ready to put their plans to work. A great number of these 
graduates prepare to enter an institution of higher learning which they 
have carefully chosen. Others, however, are on the brink concerning such 
a step. Being one of the most important decisions a person can make, it 
should be thought out carefully looking at the pros and cons of the 
situation. Often he decides that it would be well worth his while to go 
to college. He is sure that he could be established at a fairly good job 
by the time he would normally be graduating from college, however. 


He could, of course, get a better 
job by attending college first. That 
four years still stands in his mind 
though. Young men and women in 
this age bracket are usually anxi- 
ous to get out and secure their 
positions in our hustle-bustle 
world. They finally give up the idea 
of working for their degrees. They 
know they could complete the re- 
quirements for a Bachelor of Arts 
in less than four years, but they 
must still stay in school for the 
duration before they are awarded 
this degree. 

Dean Lawrence H. Chamberlain 
of Columbia College has realized 
this tragic fact and he, along with 
numerous others in the teaching 
field has devised a plan to do away 
with this problem. According to a 
bulletin from the Intercollegiate 
Press, he and others agree there 


are students who are fully capable 


of completing the requirements for 
the AB degree satisfactorily in 
under four years. He believes that 
if a student has the ability, he 


should move ahead at his own 


speed. 

He disclosed that Columbia Uni- 
versity is now granting up to six 
points of academic credit toward 
the AB  degree—college credit 
earned not on the campus, but in 
high school. These credits are 
being awarded in recognition of the 
excellent teaching which is being 
done in some high schools and pre- 
paratory schools. Under the new 
policy, an advanced placement 
student will find it possible to take 
graduate level work in his senior 
year. 

“Ror many years entering stu- 
dents have been permitted to begin 
their college work in foreign lan- 
guage and mathematics plus the 
sciences at the highest level of ad- 
vancement possibilities indicated 
by placement tests administered 
before registration,’ said the re- 
port. 

Columbia College has endorsed 
the recent established program of 
admission with advanced standing 
permitting entering freshmen who 
have completed college level work 
in high school to begin their col- 
legiate study of such subjects ata 
more advanced level than the cus- 


tomary basic college course. In 


each instance, the department con- 
cerned must examine the evidence 
of achievement submitted by the 
student to make sure that it quali- 
fles him for advanced work. 


Dean Chamberlain concluded: 
“For the average student, the four 
year term will probably continue 
to make sense, however, for the 
student of superior capacity and 
drive, standard patterns, whether 
of ground to be covered or of time 
limitations, can only stultify when 
emphasis should be upon stimula- 
tion.” 


Other groups have the same 
ideas. Perhaps, in a short time, 
the remaining colleges and univer- 
sities will adopt this plan making it 
possible to obtain an A.B. degree 
in three years instead of four.

Monterey kicked off and Hal Lopez promptly swiped a stray 
Beaver aerial at the American River 38 and dashed back to the 17 
to set up the first MPC score of the night. Four plays later Lopez 


blasted over the goal for the score 
with 10:04 left in the period. The 
conversion attempt was no good. 
Wade Selman recovered Jen- 
nings’ fumble for MPC on the AR 
41 shortly after a Lobo punt. 
Claude Crabb then uncorked a long 
pass to Larry Guilford and Ameri- 
can River hauled him down on 
their six. Three plays later Crabb 
scored on a quarterback sneak 
from 2 yards out. Crabb’s pass 
for the conversion was knocked 
down and the score was 12-0. 


Early in the second period, the 
Beavers drove 74 pards in 15 plays 
for a touchdown and the conver- 
sion was missed. The long march 
by the Beavers shocked the Lobos 
and they bounced right back with 
a score in 3 plays from their 40. 
Hal Lopez made the final 51 on 
the hardest, most exciting run of 
the season for the Lobos. Hustlin’ 
Hal burst through the right side 
and tore away from a tackler and 
cut back to the left, ran into two 
more tacklers who had him but 
lost him, bulled his way through 
two more inside the 10 and drove 
into the endzone for the Lobos 
third score. The conversion was 
stopped short. The score at half- 
time, 18-6. 

The Wolfpack drove 57 yards in 
16 plays on their first sustained 
drive of the season to a touchdown 
with 8:43 left in the third period. 
Led by the hard running of Jack 
Seawell, Ted Smith, and Lopez, 
and topped by the passing of 
Crabb, the Lobos drove to the 
Beaver 3 where Smith blasted into 
the endzone. The conversion was 
missed. 

After a Beaver punt and a 15 
yard penalty put the Lobos on 
their own 34, the roof fell in on 
American River in typical Mon- 
terey style. Sonny Azacarte hit 
Jerry Colletto in the open on the 
Beaver 37 and 27 yards later they 
dragged him down. On the next 
play Azacarte hit Phil DiGirolamo 
with a perfect pass for the touch- 
down. The conversion was missed 
and the score was 30-6. 

From here to the end of the game 
the MPCians lost their timing and 
couldn’t do anything right. Herk 
Garner and Lou Fisher did some 
fine running for the Lobos with- 
out the aid of good blocking. With 
12:41 left in the final period Gar- 
ner didn’t look like Willie Mays 
fielding a Beaver punt as he booted 
it into the endzone and then was 
trapped there to make the score 
30-8.
